Life Friday. 


New Orleans, April 6.—Fully twenty- 


five deaths and more than twice as 
many serious Injuries resulted from 
yesterday's tornado through Louis- 
iana, Mississippi and Alabama. Less 
than half o£ those killed were white 
persons. Among the last bodies found 
were those of a man and a woman in 
trees at Alexandria, La. 


The experience of being caufiht by 


tne tornado in the middle of the Mis- 
sissippi river on a stern wheel packet 
Is described by Louis Knopp, who was 
aboard the Betsy Ann. 


"The smokestack and stage plank 


•were blown away in a jiffy," said Mr. 
Knopp, "and the boat began tossing 
from side to side like a cradle. I'm a 
pretty strong man. but the wind was 
so terrific at one time that it was all 
I could do to keep hold on the railing 
of the boat. At the. same time I wns 
dodging flying timbers 
and 
broken 


glass. The pilot turned the boat s how 
toward the bank and managed to drive 
her nose into the levee, but by this 
time the upper works of the steamer 
were barely able to stand alone." 


The women passengers were safely

Bedford Park curve,

wreck in February of this year. 


Twice in the ;;tierncon a train made 


so as to bo a perfert Imitation of that 
which was wrecked was sent over the 
curve. The first test was engineered 
so as to sliixit the train around the 
bond at forty-pipht miles an hour, at 
which speed Motorman Rogers t^sti- 
fic.'l lie was moving when his train was 
derailed tv.'o months aso. On the.si'c- 
ond test everythins was thrown wide 
open. 
The fastest time 
made 
was 


sixty-two and a half miles an hour and 
the train zipped around the curve at 
fifty-six and a half miles an hour. 


In the interest of the experiment 


there were about seventy-five persons 
on th train and the rest of the weight, 
of the wrecked train was 
made up 


with sandbags weighing 100 pounds 
apiece, which were piled in between 
the seats of the empty cars. 


The first, test, was as close an iml- 


tctlon of the fatal- trip 
as possible. 


There were five cars, as in th? other 
train, one being a smoker and basfiase 
car combined. The train was drawn 
by two motors, one having no contact 
shoes on the right side and the other 
Inciting shoes on the left, 'ihese were 
the conditions under which the wreck- 
ed train went out. 


Many Encjireern See Tests. 


The motors were filled with officials 


and engineering men. In' the first were 
several instruments devised to meas- 
ure the speed, wind resistance, electric 
flow, and voltage, so that when the re- 
sult was computed the technical end 
of the test would he determined at its 
full value. 


It was expected the members of UN? 


state railroad commission would make' 
the trip, the tests having been mado 
more or less by their request. They 
contented themselves, however, with 
being there by proxy in tbeir counsel. 
Job F. Hedges. 


E. R. Rogers, the motorrnan who 


•was running the wrecked car, was in 
the cab giving Ed Case directions as 
to how to run the train era the first 
test as Rogers ran it when it jolted 
from the rails.

Three Tests Are Planned.

nothing but a full blown kiss would ; 
serve the turn of friend or lover. Prof. \ 
Hopkins quoted copious citations from ; 
Vedas and from later amatory, Sa:\- \ 
scrit literature to prove the evolution j 
of the kiss. 


Sniff Kiss Still in Vogue. 
| 


"Osculation proper," said Prof. Hop- | 


kins, "was preceded by a sniff and a j 
lick stage, although after kisses be- j 
came common the sniffs grew corre- i | , 
spondingly rare." He 
pointed 
out, ; 


however, that in certain tribes along 
the northeastern frontier of India the 
old sniff kiss was still in vogue. "There 
was apparently a state of society in 
ancient India." said Prof. Hopkins, "in 
which kissing in the modern way was 
inknown. In the old Vedas we have 
no word corresponding 
to our kiss. 


Words lor a corresponding display of 
affection mean, variously, touch, smell, 
sniff, as a c.o'.i does a calf." The fond 
father is enjoined on returning from 
a journey to sniff affectionately three 
times at "the head of bis child. In the 
late Vedas men have learned to kiss. 
Lovers are instructed to put. mouth to 
mouth. In the books treating of love- 
malting from j. scientific 
standpoint 


we hear nothing about sniffing." 


Cow and Calf Point Way. 


Prof. Hopkins also referred to the 


lick kiss as another form of caress 
seemingly founded 
upon observation 


of the practices of animals. He illus- 
trated with many learned philological 
observations from Sanscrit. Greek and 
Latin ancient lore of kissing, declar- 
ing that he hoped his paper might 
serve as a conlribution to tho history 
of that interesting subject. He scout- 
ed the theory that 
the kiss proper 


niight have been known among the 
ancient Hindoos, but neglected for the 


of a kiss as a means of expressing 
arlent. affection has caused it to en- 
tirelv supplant the cow.and calf meth- 
od of an earlier time among the popu- 
lations of ancient India, more primi- 
tive methods still survive not only in 
parts of India but among the various 
tribes of Africa. 


Great Stuff fbr Philologists. 


"The sniff and lick style of oscula- 


tion seems to have-grown inlo disfavor 
as society emerged from 
its 
patri- 


archal stage as a means of expressing 
affection between the sexes. Old sniff- 
kiss was peculiarly the domestic kiss 
of father and child. Lovers found it 
precise and 
formal 
and 
promptly 


abandoned it, relegating the sniff to 
the placid family relations and em- 
ploying the more satisfactory contact 


of mouth to mouth as a more suitable 
vehicle of their affectionate ardor. 


"The kiss, once made the vehicle ot 


affections between the sexes, has never 
lost the favor which it attained, and 
the sniff was relegated to barbarous 
tribes and African savages and is now 
in the same category as Malay nose 
rubbing or any other barbarous meth- 
od of displaying affection."

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ROAST DUCK 


Never try to roast an old duck. Be sure your bird is 


young and tender. If drawn by the butcher see that all the 
pipes in the vicinity of the crop are removed. Take out the 
leaves of extra fat, pick, singe and remove pinons, legs and oil 
bag. 
Wash the outside of the duck in hot water, rubbing vigor- 


ously to get out as much of the oil as possible. Rinse the in- 
side in cold water, then truss after stuffing the craw and body 
with peeled and quartered apples. These are to absorb the 
strong taste of the duck and are not to be eaten. Dredge the 
duck with salt and pepper, rub over with olive oil, then dredge 
with flour and roast in a hot oven, basting frequently, for half 
an hour. Serve with orange or olive sauce, green peas and 
fried corn, mush or hominy. 


Apple sauce or black currant jelly go well with roast 


duck. If the duck is specially fat and heavy treatment of this 
sort is efficacious in removing the grease. After trussing place 
the bird on a rack in a dripping pan, in a slow oven. 
When 


heated through take from the oven and prick the duck all over 
lightly (just through the skin) with a fork. Press out all the 
oil possible with the back of a case knife. Drain the oil from 
tho pan and return the bird to the oven. 
In fifteen minutes 


again drain the oil from the pan, then dredge the bird with 
flour, put a little hot water in the pan and bake until tender. 
The heat in the oven should be quickened as soon as the su- 
perfluous oil in the bird has'been removed.

roast duck chop fine enough bacon to make a tablespoonful 
and fry with a tablespoonful chopped raw onion until the lat- 
ter is lightly colored. Add the juice of an orange, a wine glass 
ol port, with some of the drippings from the dnck freed from 
grease. Season with salt and pepper and serve hot. 
An or- 


ange salad is another delightful accompaniment to roast duck. 


A famous dish with bon vivants is roast duck carefully 


boned after roasting, then the bones with the thighs and other 
inferior portions put into a press that comes on purpose and 
their juices extracted and poured over the breast of the roast- 
ed fowl.

good show and it will open on time. 
The only danper in sight, is that it 
•will be too much of a success for these 
small cities to stand, ilespito their 
desperate efforts to prepare for the 
millions of visitors expected. 


April 26 will see the gates of tno 


exposition swing open and all the 
wheels started when President Roose- 
velt presses a button. 
But some of 


' the buildings will not be completed 


and not all "the exhibits will be placed 
in those which are ready. The sum- 
mer months and those of the early 
fall will be the time when the exposi- 
tion will be seen at its best. 


Captain John Smith is much revered 


here as the leader of the little bund 
of English colonists who made tno 
first English settlement at James- 
town, in 1607. The exposition now Is 
possible because of this settlement, 
but it is the commercial spirit and en- 
ergy of the people of Tidewater which 
has brought it to a glowing promise 
of success. They expect the exposi- 
tion to be successful, but they know 
it will end on December 1, and they 
have looked ahead. 
Their vision is 


that with 'the death of the exposition 
there will be horn a new commercial 
epoch for Norfolk and Portsmouth 
and Newport News, and that hence- 
forward Tidewater, Va., will be the 
great port of the south. 


To the people of Tidewater the 


Jamestown exposition is a far more 
important affair than the settlement 
it celebrates. 
The exposition managers tell you 


that eight million persons will be 
here between April 26 and December 
1 
Thev estimate that each person 


will visit the exposition grounds on 
an average of two times. The admis- 
sion is fifty cents, so that would 
yield a revenue of $8,000,000.

Under the leadership of v-the late

Great Naval Display. 


The greatest display of war ships 


ever witnessed ia American waters 
•will be that anchored in Hampton 
Roads the day the exposition is open- 
ed. In the Atlantic fleet, commanded 
by Admiral Evans, there will be six- 
teen battleships. The flags of at. least 
twelve other powers will flutter over 
their respective armored craft. 


Only Japan's will be missing of all 


the great, naval nations. The Japan- 
ese ships must come all the way from 
the far east and they started with the 
idea -that, the exposition would open 
on May 13. That will be. the three 
hundredth anniversary of the landing 
at Jamestown. 


All of a sudden the exposition man- 


agement decided that the proper time 
to launch the enterprise was on the 
anniversary of the day on which the 
English first set foot on American 
soil. That was April 26, 1607. The 
English landed on the first shore 
they say. which was Cape Henry.

Pilot Found Dead at Post, and Ship 


Escapes by Lucky Chance. 


Pittsburg. April C.—With a spoke of \ 


the pilot wheel clutched in a death ^. 
grip and a baud extruded toward the { 
bell rop<". Oeorge W. Conant was found j 
lying dead in the pilot-house of the j 
packet l,orena near East Liverpool. I 
0.. early yesterday. Without a guid- i 
ing hand 'the bis" packet, tilled with 
sleeping passenger?, wandered hither [ 
and thither tbroush the dense fog and j 
was running at bigh speed Into a rock- 
studded pool when Captain John Rich- 
ardson stopped the craft from going to 
destructiou. 


Faithful to the last, Conant exhaust- 


ed his strength trying vainly to reach 
the signal rope, a pull of whirh would 
have stopped his boac. His hand was 
within a few inches of the cord when 
death overlook him. 


The prompt action of Captain Rich- 


ardson was all that saved the lives of 
the passengers. 


Tho packet started from Zanesvlllc 


to Pittsburg Thursday. At night tlio 
fog became so dense 
that Captain 


Richardson stationed himself in the 
bow of the boat. 


In a few minutes he noticed the hr.at 


taking an unusually dangerous course. 
Believing that, Conant had become con- 
fused by the fog, he started for the 
pilot-house. 


Opening the door, he saw the body 


of the man lying on the floor. Captain 
Richardson, after signaling to the en- 
gineer, held thn_boat in a 
straight 


course until it came to a stop.
